Judiciary panel 
TV debate tonight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House Judiciary Committee begins the 
debate tonight which is almost certain to result in a recommendation that 
President Nixon be impeached by the House, tried by the Senate and 
removed from office 
At the outset of 30 hours of televised debate, only a handful of the 38 
committee members appeared to be still undecided and genuinely troubled 
over how to vote. 
But there was little doubt about 
the outcome. The 21 Democrats 
were united. And the Democrats’ 
strategy of seeking to accommodate 
the Republicans whenever possible 
could result in a vote by a two-to-one 
or even a three-to-one margin for 
r e c o m m e n d i n g 
t h e 
f i r s t 
impeachment of a president in a 
century.

appear to be a partisan Democratic 
ex ercise 
suffered 
a 
setback 
Tuesday. 
Declaring that Nixon’s own words 
on his tapes were the "body blow’’ 
that shaped his view.

But it might be some time before 
the committee could hear the tapes 
because Judge John J. Sirica would 
first have to listen to them to decide 
relevancy to Jaworski’s case and 
then they would go to the special 
prosecutor’s office.

Nixon stands accused of abusing 
his trust in an effort to remain in 
office and of obstructing justice to 
conceal the truth. 


Reps. George E. Danielson, D- 
Calif ., and Jack Brooks, DTex., said 
two articles of impeachment were 
likely to be before the committee 
—one alleging Nixon abused power 
and the other that he obstructed 
justice. 


The obstruction article would list 
the Watergate cover-up, including 
the payment of hush money to

Jailed were Jose Gambino tllloa- 
Castillo, 22, of Indio; Alfonso Garcia 
Tovar, 38, of Oxnard; Guillermo 
Quezada Cortez, 37, of 429 North N 
St. ; and Juarez MontejanoOliverio, 
32, of Oxnard. Bail was set at $1,000 
each. All four were reportedly out of 
jail on bail today. 
Castillo is a non striker. He was 
arrested for allegedly firing five or 
six rounds from a hand gun during a 
dispute with strikers Castillo is also 
the

who 
reported 
a 
striker broke the windows of his car 
with a bumper jack while he and his 
wife were inside. Neither Castillo 
nor his wife were injured. Sheriff’s 
officials were uncertain which came 
first the shooting or the window 
breaking.

Union Sugar avenues 
The conflict spread to Lompoc 
Cooling Co., at Union Sugar Avenue 
and Highway 246, when some of the

e m p l o y e s 
reportedly walked out in sympathy 
with the field workers 
Del Mar has reportedly brought 
non-union farm workers from areas 
south of Iximpoc to harvest lettuce 
and cabbage before it spoils in the 
field. Del Mar reportedly has about 
1,600 acres under cultivation in 
Lompoc Valley. It was uncertain 
how much of that acreage was 
planted in the two perishable crops. 
Sheriff’s officials reported the 
strike scene was quiet this morning, 
but were standing by to insure the 
peace. 


Sheriff’s Lt. John Defoe said 
charges by the union that the civil 
rights of the arrestees had been 
breached were not true. He said

Carpenteria, are due to receive 
settlements totaling $4,975,000 from 
four oil companies and a drilling 
firm as a result of damages from 
the 1969 oil eruption in the Santa 
Barbara Channel 
Settlement of the $500-million suit 
launched by the three entities, and 
the 
state 
of 
California, 
was 
announced 
Tuesday 
in 
Santa 
Barbara and by Union Oil Co. 
The State of California gets the 
lion’s share of $4.5 million to make 
the total settlement a whopping 
$9,475.000. 
Legal counsel for the county, and 
the two cities seemed happy at the 
settlement, which voids what would 
have been a costly, marathon jury 
trial in Los Angeles District Court 
due to start Sept 9 
The trial could have taken up to 10 
months, many felt. 
Agreeing to pay the $9.4 million 
settlement by Sept. 1 were Union Oil 
Co. of California, as operator of the 


well which erupted 5 5 miles off 
Santa Barbara in Federal waters, 
and co-lessees Texaco, Inc., Mobil 
Oil and Gulf Oil, and Peter Bawden 
Drilling, Inc 


A separate action against the

The 
plaintiffs

Deputy County Counsel Marvin 
Levine said the higher settlement 
figure “ proves the importance of 
having a combination of cities, 
county and state marshaling their 
resources and money to take on the 
oil companies.”

The County Water Agency 
by a 4-1 vote Tuesday turned 
down a proposed ordinance 
which would have set up a 
metering 
program 
of 
private water wells on the 
South Coast and registration 
of such wells throughout the 
county. 
Instead, 
the 
agency 
directors 
— 
who 
are 
members of the Board of 
Supervisors — approved the 
hiring of an agency engineer 
to work on ground water and 
other water matters. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
ordinance, 
which 
proponents said was needed 
to give water entities a 
better “ fix" on available 
ground water supplies than 
they now get through rough 
estimates, the county was to 
pay 60 per cent of the 


estim ated 
$80,000 
installation cost of meters, 
with the districts to install 
and maintain them. 
C a rp in te ria 
and 
Summerland county water 
d is tr ic ts 
registered 
opposition, citing high costs 
to the districts in return for 
the data to be collected 
This appeared to influence 
the agency directors to vote 
against county support of 
the project taking in the 
entire South Coast region. 
Goleta 
and 
Montecito 
water districts supported 
the 
ordinance 
on 
the 
grounds 
more 
precise 
information was needed for 
long-range 
planning 
of 
shrinking water supplies. 
Bob 
Paul, 
new 
general 
manager and chief engineer 
of 
the 
Goleta 
district, 
appeared on behalf of the 
ordinance along with Neil 


Mendenall, manager of the 
Montecito 
district.

districts have restrictions 
on water use currently, 
while Carpintería district is 
in the midst of a building 
boom compared with other 
South Coast areas.

WASHINGTON <UPI> — Frederick 
C. LaRue, the Nixon campaign aide 
who funneled nearly $300.000 to the 
Watergate burglars, has told the 
impeachment inquiry that he felt the 
money was meant to buy their silence 
about high level involvement in the 
scandal 
“ My purpose ... was to protect the 
1972 presidential campaign of Mr. 
Nixon,” he said in testimony to the 
House Judiciary Committee released 
today. 
He described how one of the 
conspirators, G. Gordon Liddy, told 
him immediately after the June 17, 
1972, bugging arrests of "certain 
commitments” to the burglary team 
to meet their financial needs and how 
he acted at once to make good that 
pledge without checking to see if it 
really had been made or by whom. 
LaRue said he had a hunch, though 
“ no direct knowledge, ’ that the 
commitment hinged on a vow of 
silence by the burglars in return for 
the money. 


“ I felt that the reason I made these 
payments 
was 
to 
fulfill 
these 
commitments and ... I personally felt, 
or it was my opinion, that a point of 
commitment 
was 
that 
these 
defendants would remain silent, yes 
sir.” 


LaRue s testimony, given at a 
closed committee session July 3 and 
July 8, was made public along with 
that of two other witnesses as the 
committee 
began 
debating 
its 
mountain of evidence to see if it 
ju stifies 
the 
P r e s i d e n t s 
impeachment. 
Testimony by Paul L. O’Brien, a 
post-Watergate 
lawyer 
for 
the 
Committee for the Reelection of the 
President (CRP) indicated that it was 
the final money demand by bugging 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. in 
March last year that triggered John 
W. Dean’s decision to blow the 
whistle on the cover-up. 
O’Brien told how he reacted with 


“ personal horror” when Hunt on 
March 16, 1973, told him he wanted 
$130,000 immediately for legal fees 
and family support. 
O'Brien said he scurried over to see 
Dean, then White House counsel. 
“ Mr. Dean got extremely excited 
and I think his exact language was, i 
am tired of being put in the middle. I 
am going to bust this God damned 
thing up, ” O’Brien testified on July 
3. 
“ What else did he say?” asked 
committee counsel John Doar. 
"Those portions which I recall 
specifically, Mr. Dean said. You and 
I are being’ —1 apologize for the 
language — ‘you and I are being 
screwed as conduits in this case,” ’ 
O’Brien replied. 
“ I queried him on this. He said, ‘We 
can get stuck with obstruction of 
justice.” ’ 


LaRue and Dean within weeks 
pleaded guilty to that very crime and 
are awaiting sentencing. O’Brien has 
not been charged. 


O’Brien said he became sufficiently 
“ concerned” as a result of Hunt’s 
money demand that 
he got an 
“ audience” 
with 
Rep 
Barber 
Conable, R-N.Y., in late March of last 
year to explain his worries.

consequence in these areas for the

O’Brien said. “ I raised the issue with 
Congressman Conable about this. 
O’Brien did not say why he sought 
out Conable or what his reaction was. 
Hunt’s demands were subject of 
extensive discussion among Nixon 
and his key aides on March 21, 1973, 
and $75,000 was sent to him that night 
through LaRue.

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Deaf-mute lifeguard dies: 
a legend who saved 907 
New school trains healers, not ivory towerites 


GALVESTON, Tex (U F I> 
— in the steamy summers 
around 
Murdock's 
Bath 
House, Leroy Colombo for 
many of his 68 years could 
be seen moving silently, 
ever so silently, through the 
swimmers with his eyes 
always on the breaking surf 
He swam like a porpoise. 
His eyesight was so sharp,” 
said Police Chief D K Lack 
“ He saved more people than 
I ever heard of or knew He 
was, in my opinion, one of 
the greatest life guards that 
ever lived ” 
For almost half a century, 
the tanned and towering 
man was a legend and a 
landmark along Galveston 
Islands pleasure beaches. 
He saved his first life when 
he was 12. Officially, he is 
credited with saving 907 
persons from drowning. 
Colombo, 
a 
deaf-mute 
who lived life in virtual 
silence, was buried Monday. 
His death last Friday passed 
almost unnoticed by those 
who 
still 
flock 
to 
the 
beaches. 
But 
Colombo's 
lasting tribute is in the lives 
he saved. 
“ You could look out in the 
water and not see anything 
but he could look out and 
next thing, he’s be out in the 
water dragging somebody 
in ," 
said 
Mrs. 
Nick 
Colombo, his sistenn-law 
“ He had a sixth sense about 
saving lives. 
“ He brought many back 
that are walking around 
today,” she said “ He would 
work on a person and bring 
them to life after others 
would say ‘there’s no use.’ 
He 
would 
ride 
in 
the 
ambulance to the hospital 
and bring them to life. 
“ It 
was 
a 
God-given 
sense. From the time he 
started until the time he 
passed away, he saved over 
a thousand people.” 
A Roman Catholic priest 
celebrated the funeral mass 
Monday and prayed for the 
soul of a gentle man who 
loved people. His brother 
buried 
him 
in 
Calvary 
Cemetery. 
“ I guess this was the 
Lord’s way of taking care of 
a 
bad 
situation,” 
Mrs. 
Colombo said of the man 
who was forced to retire 
seven years ago by a heart 
condition. 


“ He was an expert swim­ 
mer.” Police Chief Lack 
said 
"I know where he 
saved three people at one 
time, and once, four. He 
could sense anything going 
on in the water and see it 
before anyone else could. 
He's a legend in the city of 
Galveston.” 
Those who knew Colombo 
marveled at his exploits. 
Galveston oldtimers 
still 
remember in 1928 when a 
boat exploded on a wharf 
and a barge full of crude oil 
caught fire. 
He would dive through 
the water before the fire 
could 
touch 
him,” 
Mrs. 
Colombo recalled. “ He was 
a powerful man, strong as 
an ox With a big spout of 
water, he could get the fire 
away when he brought them 
in.” 
He 
saved 
two 
crew 
members from the burning 
boat and rescued several 
more before he finished. 
One drowned and he never 
forgot. 


His family and those who 
knew 
him 
thought 
his 
abiding concern for people 
was cultivated during his 
childhood 


“ When he was a little 
fellow, he had an illness that 
caused paralysis and he 
couldn't 
hear 
or 
talk 
anymore. The doctors said 
he would be paralytic the 
rest of his life,” his sister- 
inlaw said. 


“ But his brothers, they 
would put his arms around 
their necks and run up and 
down the alley in back of the 
house until his feet would be 
scarred. To get him to move 
his legs they would go out on 
the beach and swim with 
him to build them up.” 
For 
years 
after 
that, 
Colombo patrolled the long 
stretches of beach looking 
for those in need. The city 
hired him to be one of its 20 
lifeguards, a post he held 
until 1967. 
He tried marriage, but he 
ended up living alone. 
“ He was a true beach 
comber,” 
Mrs. 
Colombo 
said. 
“ Even 
during 
his 
retirement years he would 
on occasion be there to save 
people. Lifeguarding was a 
way of life for him.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
— Above a machine shop, a 
new do-it-yourself 
school 
battles a “ Harvard-Stanford 
syndrome” by preparing to 
turn out annually 200 Ph. D 
professional psychologists 
All the public and private 
universities 
in California 
produced only 11 clinical 
doctorates in 1968. the year 
the new California School of 
Professional 
Psychology 
(CSPP) was planned. 
Yet jobs for top-trained 
clinicians go begging Thou­ 
sands of would-be students 
have no place to go. 
The 
new 
s c h o o ls 
president, Dr. Nicholas A 
Cummings, 
blames 
this 
situation on "the Harvard- 
Stanford 
syndrome” 
in 
which 
major universities 
decided their main task was 
to train research scientists, 
not practitioners to care for 
people. 
The syndrome developed 
from 
doubts 
among 
experimental psychologists 
about the effectiveness of 
their present knowledge of 
mental health. The clinical 
task has been largely left to 
psychiatrists. 
But Cummings says the 
university attitude has left 
the nation with a glut of 
research 
psychologists 
—and a crying shortage of 
practitioners. 
Cummings’ 
school 
was 
founded by the California 
State 
P s ych o lo g ica l 
Association with the belief 
that 
students 
should 
be 
trained by psychologists in 
current practice. 
In 1970, CSPP opened in a 
store-front with no fulltime 
faculty. Even now, nobody 
is allowed to teach more 
than half-time. 
The 
new 
school 
has 
campuses in Los Angeles, 
San Diego and Fresno, with 
a total student body of 650. 
Each campus was started 
by 
a 
volunteer 
faculty 
teaching the first year for 
free, and nobody can qualify 


for halftime pay. without 
teaching a halftime year 
without salary. 
To be hired as a salaried 
teacher, the candidate must 
be approved by a committee 
of 
which two-thirds are 
students. The same is true 
for 
persons 
seeking 
admission to study 
Two- 
thirds of the admissions 
committee are students 
Getting into CSPP is not 
easy. It receives five times 
as many applications as it 
can accept, and students are 
determined to make their 
degrees high quality. 
“Be greedy,” reads a sign 
on the staircase to the 
classrooms. “ Don't settle 
for less than the school you 
really want." 
CSPP chooses to be an 
open door for many usually 
foreclosed from university 
graduate programs -such 
as the middle aged - as well 
as youngsters with good 
grades. 
The average age is 31, and 
with 
older 
persons 
the 
school looks for persons who 
already have had some kind 
of 
achievement 
Most 
already 
have 
worked 
several years in some kind 
of psychology job

He was graduated 
from 
Indiana 
Asbury 
University (now DePauw 
University). 
But 
another 
biographer, 
Gilbert 
E. 
Bascom, who wrote “ The 
Johnny 
Appleseed 
of 
Japan," said Ing was born in 
the 
Liberty 
community 
southeast of Thompsonville, 
111., in Franklin County, 
where he farmed 640 acres 
after returning to the United 
States. Ing died June 4,1920. 
Ing apparently was mis­ 
understood by his neighbors 
after he came back to 
Illinois. Legend has it that

some 
statuettes from Japan and 
kept them in a shed near his 
farm home.

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What's a dad? 
New York third 
graders answer 


NEW YORK (U PI) — Let’s hear it for Dad from a group 
of third graders. 


Fathers represent love, assurance, hard work, help with 
homework, trips and gifts in the words of a group of 8 and 9- 
year-olds we talked with the other morning at a Manhattan 
public school. 


One thing father isn’t -he’s not a spanker. “ We re too 
old,’ the children responded when asked if their fathers 
ever resorted to physical punishment. 


A father is a helping hand, a person who loves you and 
takes care of you and takes you places on special'days,” 
said Eric. 8. 


“ A father is something who can take you some place, can 
buy you clothes, can pay for the apartment. He’s a big part 
of the family,” said Jill, 8. 
Said Maria F., 9, “ even if I don’t have a father, and I wish 
I had one, I think he works hard and earns money for your 
mother and you need help with your homework, he can help 
you He works hard for the whole family.” 


The children are members of class 3-313 of New York 
City’s F^ublic School 59 located in the heart of Manhattan. 
They represent a cross-section of ethnic and racial 
patterns. Some are from solid family situations, some from 
separated and-or divorced parents, one adopted, one an 
illegitimate. Most have middle and uppermiddle class 
backgrounds. 
We talked with the children about “ What is a father?” 
Through the courtesy of the school principal, William Aber- 
bach, and their teacher, Mrs. Jennie Fohr. 
First question of the whole group: “ Do you know what 
day June 16 is this year?” Answer, in chorus: “ It’s Father’s 
Day.” 
“ A father can give you respect, loyalty and can take you 
where you want to go. A father gives you love,” said Noam 
8. 
“ Whenever I need help with my homework, he looks it 
over, said Glenn, 8. “ When he works he brings you a yo-yo 
or something.” 
“ A father is someone to take you for a walk early Sunday 
morning ... somebody you can love. He travels. I miss 
him,” said Ashley, 8. 
“ Father is someone who pays the rent. When you’re not 
feeling too good he can cheer you up,” said Paul, 8. 
Several mentioned the role of father “ when you’re sick, 
he tries to cheer you up.” 
To Lisa, 8, a father is somebody “ who on your birthday 
buys you presents... takes you to movies and plays.” 
“ A father tries to make you happy,” said Evelyn, 9. 
“ A father likes you a lot. He makes sure nobody hurts 
you,” said Lavone, 8. 
“ Sometimes like on a hot day, he never turns off the air 
conditioner, so I won’t suffocate,” said Maria C., 9. 


“ A father to me is hard working and works for his 
family,” said Ron-Carol, 9. “ He gave me a 10-speed bike. 
He cares about you very much. His present is that he cares 
about you.” 


The children with fathers at home all had plans to honor 
him some way on Father’s Day. Some were going “ to make 
him something” . Others were saving their allowances for a 
variety of gifts from a watch, to a set of paints, to neckties 
to a box of pencils “ because he says I take his.” 
One boy said he’d get his father a motorcycle. He must 
have a very liberal allowance!

‘ This just shows how out

Society 
spokeswoman 
grumbled 
‘‘There hasn’t been a $1.50 
hooker on active duty in the 
last 15 years. Maybe there 
are still 
a few on the 
inactive reserve list, but all 
the rest have long since 
retired ” 
I said, ‘‘I guess I ’m a little 
out of touch with reality 
myself. 
How 
much 
do 
h o o k e r s 
get 
paid 
nowadays?” 
“ Under 
our 
latest 
contract we get $3.75 an 
hour with time and a half 
after 37 Vfe hours and two 
weeks paid vacation,” the 
spokeswoman replied.

Sinatra comes along and 
makes a reference to $1.50 
hookers it makes it that 
much harder for us to earn a 
decent living.

The opinion said since “ time is of the essence,” the 
mandate in the case will issued immediately, rather than in 
25 days as is the usual custom. 
St. Clair, in his arguments before the court 16 days ago, 
argued that the president “ is immune from the criminal 
process... the process is.impeachment.” 
St. Clair • contended that the President, not the 
prosecutors and not the courts, has the right to decide what 
evidence is to be presented: “ The special prosecutor was 
not delegated the right to tell the President what of his 
conversations are going to be made available as evidence.” 
Burger’s opinion said that although executive privilege is 
not mentioned in the Constitution, it “ is fundamental to the 
operation of government and inextricably rooted in the 
separation of powers under the Constitution ” 
But it added that “ this presumptive privilege must be 
considered in light of our historic commitment to the rule 
of law. This is nowhere more profoundly manifest than in 
our view that ‘the two-fold aim (of criminal justice) is that 
guilt shall not escape or innocence suffer.” ’ 
The court said “ neither the doctrine of separation of 
powers nor the need for confidentiality of high level 
communications, without more, can sustain an absolute, 
unqualified presidential privilege of immunity from 
judicial process under all circumstances.” 
“ The president’s 
need 
for complete candor and 
objectivity from advisers calls for great deference from 
the courts. However, when the privilege depends solely on 
the broad, undifferentiated claim of public interest in the 
confidentiality of such conversations, a confrontation with 
other values arises.” 
In regard to the argument that the Supreme Court could 
not tell the president what to do because of the 
constitutional division of powers, the court said “ in the 
performance of assigned constitutional duties, each branch 
of the government must initially interpret the Constitution, 
and the interpretation of its powers by any branch is due 
great respect from the others. 
“ ... Many decisions of this court, however, have 
unequivocably reaffirmed the holding Marbury v Madison 
(1803) that ‘it is emphatically the province and duty of the 
judicial department to say what the law is.’” 
In this case, the court said the materials needed by 
Jaworski were unavailable at any other source. It said 
Jaworski had made a sufficient case for the tapes, showing 
their relevancy, admissability as evidence and was specific 
in his needs. 
Regarding the White House's claim that Jaworski could 
not bring the executive privilege case to court because he is 
also a member of the executive branch, the court said: 
* “ The mere assertion of a claim of an ‘intra-branch 
dispute,’ without more, has never operated to defeat 
federal jurisdiction; justiciability does not depend on such 
a surface inquiry. In the United States v. ICC (1949), the 
court observed, ‘courts must look behind names that 
symbolize the parties to determine whether justiciable 
case of controversy is presented." 
Allowing the president to withhold relevant evidence on 
the grounds of executive privilege, the court said, “ would 
cut deeply into the guarantee of our process of law and 
gravely impair the basic function of the courts." 
Today’s opinion was 31 pages long, with extended 
discussions of legal points including whether Sirica's order 
was appealable in the first place and whether the dispute 
presents a controversy properly before a court. 
White House lawyer James D. St. Clair had contended 
that the matter was merely a dispute between different 
areas of the executive branch of government and therefore 
not subject to court review. 
Burger said the attorney general by regulation has 
conferred on the special prosecutor “ explicit power to 
contest the invocation of executive privilege in the process 
of seeking evidence deemed relevant to the performance of 
these specially delegated duties. 
“ So long as this regulation is extant it has the force of 
law.” 
He said the fact that both litigants in the case are officers 
of the executive branch is no bar to a court’s jurisdiction 
The court dismissed as “ improvidently granted a cross- 


In his arguments before the eight justices July 8, 
Jaworski said: 
“ This nation's constitutional form of government is in 
serious jeopardy if the President, any president, is to say 
that the Constitution means what he says it does, and there 
is no one, not even the Supreme Court, to tell him 
otherwise.” 
He added: “ When boiled down, this case really presents 
one fundamental issue. Who is to be the arbiter of what the 
Constitution says?” 
One of Jaworski s assistants, Philip A. Lacovara, stated 
the argument for Nixon’s compliance with the subpeona for 
the taped conversations in its bluntest terms. Replying to 
the President's claim of executive privilege, Lacovara 
said: 
“ This President is not in a position to claim this public 
privilege for the reason that a prima facie showing can be 
made that these conversations were not in pursuance of 
legitimate governmental processes or the lawful delibera­ 
tion of the public’s business. These conversations ... were in 
furtherance of a criminal conspiracy to defraud the United 
States and obstruct justice.” 
St. Clair said in his arguments in the President’s behalf 
that “ even if criminal, he is immune from the criminal 
process...the process (in the case of a president) is 
impeachment.” 
St. Clair contended that a President, not the prosecutors 
and not the courts, had the right to decide what evidence is 
to be presented. 
“ ...The special prosecutor was not delegated the right to 
tell the President what of his conversations are going to be 
made available as evidence,” St. Clair said. “ That was 
specifically reserved.” 
St. Clair said information obtained by the Watergate 
prosecution was aiding the Judiciary Committee’s im­ 
peachment inquiry, although he said the courts should be 
excluded from the impeachment process. 
“ And yet,” he added, “ the special prosecutor is drawing 
the court into those ( impeachment) proceedings, inevitably 
and irrevocably.”

Watergate grand jury had authority to name Nixon an 
unindicted co-conspirator in the case. The phrase means 
that the Court has decided it should not have heard the 
matter in the first place. 
Sirica issued an order April 18 requiring Nixon to turn 
over the materials. On May 20 Sirica denied a White House 
request to quash the subpoena. 
Meantime, Jaworski had informed the judge that the 
Watergate grand jury had secretly voted 19 to 0 to name 
Nixon an unindicted Watergate co-conspirator. Sirica 
refused to expunge this action. 
On Jaworski’s request, the Supreme Court agreed to take 
the tapes matter away from the U.S. Court of Appeals here, 
where it had been docketed by White House lawyers, and 
hear it July 8. Later it granted a request by St. Clair to 
consider the grand jury’s authority to name the President 
an unindicted co-conspirator. 
Justice William H. Rehnquist disqualified himself from 
the case because of his former service as an assistant to 
John N. Mitchell, now one of the cover-up defendants, when 
Mitchell was attorney general. 


The defendants in the coverup case besides Mitchell are 
former top Nixon aides H R. Haldeman and John D 
Ehrlichman; Robert C. Mardian, a former assistant 
attorney general; Gordon Strachan, who was Haldeman’s 
top assistant, and Kenneth W Parkinson, an attorney for 
Nixon’s re-election committee 


About 350 persons lined up outside the marbled Supreme 
Court building this morning in anticipation of the decision. 


Most of the young crowd obviously hoped the justices 
would rule against the President, and laughed heartily 
when two men arrived wearing masks of Nixon and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


The first person in line at the Supreme Court arrived 
about 6 a m. Guards admitted 25 persons about 9 a.m. for 
the 11 a.m. EDT court session.

Open session 


We 
realize 
that 
most citizens are 
saturated with Watergate. Polls tell us so 
but it doesn't take a poll to bring out this 
fact. Watergate has crowded our front 
pages and television and 
radio news 
broadcasts for some time now and will 
continue to do so for still come time to 
come. 
The American judiciary process is a slow 
process. Each move is recorded by the 
press in the various legal manuvering of 
the counsels for Watergate 
defendants. 
Many trials are still to come. 
But the big one is near at hand. The final 
stage of the House Judiciary’s Committee 
debate on the impeachment question of 
President Nixon. Up to this point, much to 
our chagrin and the public’s right to know, 
all sessions of this important committee 


On the right by William Buckley 


have been behind closed doors. There have 
been leaks, plenty of them, and we 
strongly suspect that they have been 
orchestrated in a partisan manner. 
But the American public will be getting 
a 
break. 
Monday 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
finally 
tackled 
the 
problem of opening the final, historic 
impeachment debate to the full media, 
including television. Still to be worked out, 
however, is whether there will be the 
opportunity for continuous coverage or the 
picking and choosing of special debate 
sections. 
We 
sincerely 
hope 
that 
complete 
coverage will be allowed. The ground rules 
must be made liberal in order that all 
Americans may be witness to this historic 
session. 


Ellsberg's profile 


So now, in the course of exercising 
our Right to Know, we have access 
to 
the 
“ psychiatirc 
profile 
of 
Ellsberg’’ prepared for the White 
House by the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and it is spread out before 
us presumably on the grounds not 
that we, as plain citizens, have the 
right to ikow the psychic secrets of 
Danile Ellsberg, but that we have 
the right to know the kind of thing 
being done in Washington under 
President Nixon after Ellsberg gave 
the secret Pentagon Papers to the 
New York Times et al. 
Well, what did the 
CIA 
say 
about 
Danile Ellsberg? 
I am not at home 
in the lingo of the 
psychiatrists, 
having harbored a 
purely intuitive sus­ 
picion that a great 
deal of it is stuff and 
nonsense, but here 
is 
a 
d r a s t i c 
truncation 
of 
the 
2,500-word report. 
E llsb erg, 
the 
CIA 
author 
concluded — carefully specifying 
that he had had to proceed only on 
the basis of public and second-hand 
information — is a very brilliant 
man who suffered a great jolt during 
his childhood. This may have led 
him on the one hand to a kind of 
exorbitant individual assertiveness 
of his own, combined with a search 
for, and then a resentment of, a 
father 
figure. 
There 
were 
apparently 
a 
lot 
of 
these 
in 
Ellsberg’s career, and their names 
are given, but always, after a little 
too much exposure to Ellsberg, they 
started pushing 
him away from 
their field of operations— or maybe 
Ellsberg got fed up with them. 
Conceivably, 
— 
the 
profile 
continues 
— 
this 
pattern 
was 
reflected 
in 
the 
relationship 
between Ellsberg and the Chief 
Executive, the Presidency. That 
Presidency Ellsberg turned away 
from as exercising too much power 
— like his own father; and, like 
other father figures, for failing 
sufficiently to honor Ellsberg. Even 
his psychiatrist (the celebrated Dr. 
Fielding) either dismissed Ellsberg 
after two years, or was dismissed 
by Ellsberg.

that conceivably Ellsberg might 
become more normal “ if he were to 
r e t u r n 
and 
p a r t i c i p a t e 
wholeheartedly, it is possible some 
change in his repetitious behavior.” 
Now the lady on CBS whose job it 
was to report on this aspect of the 
Watergate development the other 
night said it matter-of-factly that 
the purpose of commissioning the 
CIA profile of Danile Ellsberg was 
to “ sm ear” him. Another dirty trick 
— pure and simple. Perhaps Jam es 
St. Clair will get around to doing it, 
but meanwhile a few observations, 
different in nature: 
1) To get to the business they will 
raise most often — the paragraph in 
the profile about the sex life of 
Ellsberg,

2) The United States government,

commissioned, considered itself in 
some kind of war with Ellsberg. The 
other ear we were fighting was 
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‘You should try to put it out of your mind, lots of us 
didn't make ‘Time's’ list of young leaders."

But then 
again, the other day we heard they 
were in trouble because they have a 
shortage of tin and can’t make cans. 
Maybe they are going to opt for the 
canning lids, if they can find some. 
And the other day we saw a press 
release that was really scary. They 
say there is a paperclip shortage. 
Steelmills, it seems have been 
cutting back on the production of 
low-grade wire for paper clips 
infavor of more profitable high- 
grade steel. Can’t make enough 
money on the paper clips and we 
imagine a few people were ousted 
from the paper clip jobs because of 
this fact. 
The president of a company that 
manfuactures a quarter of the 
world’s estimated annual output of 
20 billion paperclips says that paper 
clips have more than doubled in 
price in the past year — if you can 
get them. 
This is another big blow to 
bureaucracy, which has already

are being fined for driving faster 
than 55 MPH.

compelled upon the state by edict 
issued from the fountain of big 
brotherism in Washington. A federal 
agency threatened loss of road funds 
if the legislature did not enact the 
lower speed limit. And, because of 
the gasoline shortage, the public 
initially cooperated but when the 
gas crunch eased the public quickly 
tired of the slow driving. Still, some 
misled by false statistical reporting 
indicating fewer traffic fatalities 
because of the reduced speed, want 
the 55 MPH maintained. 
Highway 
Patrol Commissioner 
Walter Pudinski, upon whom the 
burden of enforcement falls, has 
engendered criticism for advocating 
a return to the former higher speed 
limits. 
Rather 
than 
being 
c on dem ned 
he 
should 
be 
commended for telling it like it is. 
Pudinski knows that any law 
which does not have the public 
support is a bad law. He knows the 
reduction in travel during the gas 
shortage 
caused 
the 
drop 
in 
a c c i d e n t s . 
He 
knows 
the 
preponderance of accidents occur on 
the city and county streets, not the 
freeways 
and 
most 
of 
today’s 
fatalities 
involve 
a 
car 
and 
pedestrian or cyclist at speeds 
averaging 20 MPH. 
And he knows that wherever the 
“ public demand” for 55 MPH stems 
from, it is not the motoring public. 
This reporter can verify that. For 
we recently completed a trip from 
the 
Capitol 
through 
Southern 
California and back, covering 2000 
miles in five days. Most of the 
driving was from sunup to sundown. 
What we observed was enough to 
conclude the 55 MPH is not only not 
being obeyed but is unworkable. 
Driving 
at 
speeds 
ranging 
between 60 and 65 MPH more cars 
passed us than we ourselves passed. 
It was impossible to keep our speed 
down to 55 MPH for we were 
constantly 
tailgated 
by 
trucks. 


Increasing the speed to 60 MPH we 
were still tailgated and found it 
necessary to go 65 MPH to avoid 
having these colossal rubber tired 
freight trains running us down. In 
one instance a truck tailgated us in 
the middle lane up to 70 MPH and 
passed as we moved to the outside 
lane. This monstrous two trailer 
truck was doing 75 MPH. 
While 
we saw an occasional 
passenger car 
pulled 
over 
for 
apparent speeding, we saw not one 
truck stopped during the entire trip. 
And the 55 MPH is nothing new for 
trucks. That was the law before the 
gas crisis. 
We saw city, county and state cars 
exceeding the 55 MPH. That is 
understandable. Their drivers are 
human. 
They 
don’t 
like 
being 
tailgated either. Still, the public can 
hardly have respect for a law they 
see violated of official vehicles. 
Worse, 
we 
followed 
a 
San 
Clemente police car from that city 
to near Los Angeles at speeds in 
excess of 80 MPH and a Highway 
Patrol car from Mojave to near 
Bakerfield at speeds up to 80 MPH. 
Such cars are just as much in 
violation as anyone else unless they 
are running with their emergency 
equipment (red lights and siren) in 
operation. Neither were. We also 
followed 
a 
federal 
agency car 
(perhaps the very agency which 
decreed Californians must not drive 
over 55 MPH) from U.S. 99 to 
Lancaster at a constant 80 MPH. 
So the cold facts are that the 55 
MPH 
simply 
isn’t 
working. 
Regardless 
of 
the 
trucks 
and 
examples of abuse by government 
cars, the motorist must travel at 65 
MPH to survive. There is nothing 
more 
unnerving 
than 
having 
monsters of the road breathing 
down one’s neck. To avoid being run 
over or otherwise hooted or crowded 
off the 
road one must exceed 55 
MPH. Under such circumstances 
one can hardly blame Pudinsky for 
wanting the normal speed limits 
restored. The present law is making 
his 
force 
look 
ridiculous 
and 
engendering public animosity which 
it doesn’t deserve and only makes 
the job that much tougher.
